Why, they anfwered every thing that had the 
Appearance of Reafon; and, tor fuch Pam- 
phlets as carried in them no Appearance of 
Reafon, they punifhed the 4uthors, Printers, 
and Publijers, of them, with a Severity unknown 
to thefe Times: Yet the Reign of Queen Zli- 
zabeth makes a gloricus Figure, even in rhe 
Fourteen Volumes of the Crafifman, though I 
am morally certain thefe Gentlemen would have 
come very indifferently off if they had written 
in her Time. Should [ follow the Example of 
Mr. D’Avvers, I ought now to put on Airs of 
Triumph, and, having fhewn that the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth was libeiled, to conclude 
that I have unanfwerably proved the prefent is 
a good Reign, becaule it has been libelled. But I 
I am conicious to myielf that thef Examples 
prove nothing more than that Men of Spirit 
will attack a bad ddminiftvation, and Men of 
Malice and Ambition will make ule of their Ar- 
guments to afperfe a gvod one: The main Point 
in Difpute, viz. Whether ay! oy Government 
is juftly cenfured, or bafely flande ed? remains 
where ir did: But for the Satistaétion of my 
Readers, I will endeavour to fhew, that the 
Cafe of King Charles's Reign is not parallel 
with the prefext, and that what was the Lan- 
guage ot Publick Spir't then, can be no other 
than the Language of Faéfion now. 

In the Reign of King Charles II. there 
were all along great Suipicions of the King’s 
Religion, and not without Reafon, if we ma 
believe the late Bifhop of Zly, that he Lived a 
Secret, and died a Profeffed oar This alone 
was fufficient to juftify a Diflike to the Court. 
But there is no fuch Caufe now. The Kin 
affected to make Parliaments the Creatures of his 
Will; he would not permit the Freedom of 
Speech ufed by Members in the Houfe of Com- 
mons; fome who ftood in near Relations to 
him having bafely and barbaroufly attacked 
and wounded a Per/on of Diftinétion for {peaking 
his Mind freely in thar Houfe: At other times 
he fhewed an Inclination to govern without 
Parliaments, and would have it conftrued a 
Crime in People to wifi that he would think 
otherwife. Can any thing of this Sort be ob- 
jected, by thofe who diflike it moft, to the pre- 


Sent Admtinifivation? When thefe Methods would 


do no longer, and Parliaments became abfolutely 
neceffaty, a Project was formed at Court for 
obtaining what Parliaments they pleafed, by 
getting either by fair Means or foul, the Char- 
ters of the greateft Corporations from them, and 
thereby acquiring the Power of naming fuch 
Returning Officers as would ferve their Purpofes: 
Have any Quo J¥arranto’s been iflued in our 
Times? Or, have any Attempts been made of 
a like Nature 2? With what Propriety then can 
it be faid that thofe who have attacked the 
Prefent Minifiry have a€ted from the fame Mo- 
tives which influenced thofe Patriots who op- 
pofed the 4dminiftration in the Days of King 
Charles ? 

I humbly conceive that I have anfwered all 
that looks like Argument in the Country Journal 
of Saturday laft; all the reft of the Paper is 
fpent in declaiming againft the Government for 
not fuffering the Craft/men to write what they 
pleafe, and fuffering other People to write what 
does not pleaie them. For my Part, I cannot 
conceive how a Perfon who prefumes fo much 
on his own Abilities as Mr. D" Anvers docs, can 
offer fuch Stuff to the Publick!

his Fault in taking {0 odd a Method of juttify- 
ing a Refraint on the Stage, by pointing out, at 
his Peril, the ill Ufes which might be made of it. 
I am fo far from twiumphing in his Aéisfortunes ; 
fo far from taking the lcaft Pleafure in the 
Severity he complains of, that I with trom the 
Bottom of my Heart he could write with greater 
Caution, and thereby defend himfelf from thole 
Evils which he bears with fuch Jmpatience. But 
if he will not do this, I cannot pre-judge the 
Merits of his Caufe, and implicitly condemn the 
Government of Cruelty, becaufe in that Lighe 
he confiders what they think Juftice. I mutt 
g° farther, and put this Gentleman in mind that 
nothing can better jultify Severity againft him, 
than his own Writings : He breathes an open 
Spirit of Perfecution againft all Opponents: He 
declares them to be the weakeft and wickedeft 
People in the World: He is angry that they 
are not either filenced or punifbed; nay, he 
punifhes them himfelf as far as he is able, b 
fixing on them the qworft of Names. After all 
this, he is out of Patience that the Adminiftra- 
tion will not be abufed on as eafy Terms as thefe 
Writers, and raves at a Spice of that Ufage he 
would beftow on Orhers. If nothing will ferve 
him but Jmpurity, and an implicite B fief of what 
he fays, let him alter his Manner of Writing ; 
let him keep within the Bounds prefcribed i 
the Laws of the Land, and then no Miniftry 
can hurt him; let him obferve ftriétly the 
Laws of Reafon, and no Writer will be able 
to refute him. On thefe Terms he may be 
efteemed an able Writer: But while he {preads 
Sedition, and treats all who oppofe him with 
Arrogance, 1 doubt his Condition may grow 
worfe ; but I am fure it never can grow befter.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


HEY write from Petersburg, That on the 

2d of July, the Count de Munich made 

himfelf Mafter of Oczakow, where were be- 
twixt 17 and 20,000 Janiflaries and Arnauts. 

The follov.ing is the Extract of a Letter to 

the Czarina, froin Count Munich himftlf, dated 

at Oczakow, the very Day that he took that 

Place. 


| Arrived a few Days ago with your Imperial 

Majefty’s Army before Oczakow. I imme- 
diately made all the neceflary Difpofitions for 
attacking it; and by means of the Fortify’d 
Gardens which the Enemy had abandon'd on 
our Right, I made my Approaclies towards the 
Town with all the Succefs that could be de- 
fired. Yelterday we drove the Enemy from their 
Intrenchments, and fortify'd Lines about the 
Place, and pufhed them to the very Counter- 
fcarp of the Fortrefs. Tho’ Your Majefty’s 
Troops had been continually employ’d for three 
Days fucceffively, and skirmifhing every now 
and then with the Enemy, yet I this Day re- 


folved to give a General Storm ; cunieing 
the 





the Situation of the Place, and chat the Gari- 
fon, which already confilted of between 17 and 
20,000 Janiflaries, Arnauts, and others, all 
pick’d Men, expected a confiderable Supply : 
And this Refolution was, by the Divine Pro- 
tection, happily executed. We immediately 
forced our Way to the Palifadoes: And tho 
the IMue was a while doubrful, becaufe of the 
brave Defenfe made by fo numerous a Garifon ; 
vet fo extraordinary was the Valour of your Im- 
perial Majefty’s Troops, and fo brisk the At- 
tack, thar the Enemy were forced in a Moment 
ta hang up the White Flag, and to furrender, 
fo that the Town is now in our Hands. — I mott 
humbly congratulate your Imperial Majefty on 
this new Victory, which the Almighty has 
grantsd to your Arms This A€tion was not 

erformed without fome Lo's on our Side, con- 
fidering the Duration of the Fights, and the 
Defents made by the Enemy, who fought ike 
Men defperare ; yet the Number of our Slain is 
not very great, but that of the Wounded 1s 
more confiderable. 

As to the General Officers, I have the Honour 
moft humbly to inform your Imperial Maycity, 
that I left the Prince of Heil? Hombourg, Ge- 


neral of the Ordnance, to guard the Lines of 


Circumvallation, againft any Enemy that might 
appear there ; and that the Prince of Brunfw:ck 
was always with me during the Storm, in which 
he fignalized himflf very much, and had a 
Horfe kill’d under him. ‘Phe General Rumain- 
zow, and Lieutenant General Biron are well, as 
is alfo the Adjutant-General Buzow, who led on 
your Imperial Majelty’s Guards with very great 
Bravery. The Lieutenant-Gencrals Katte and 
Léwendahl, together with the Major-General 
Arrakzyes, are wounded; and I cannot fufh- 
ciently exprefs to Your Majefty the Valour 
which thofe Generals, as well as the other Offi- 
cers and Soldiers fhew’d upon this Occafion. I 
will fend Your Majetty the other Particulars by 
a freth Courier, rather than delay the Departure 
of this. 


The Court had alfo received an Exprefs from 
Velt Marfhal Lafci, with Advice, that on the 
toth of June, O. S. he pafled into the Crim- 
Tartary, over a Bridge of Boats, which he 
cau€d to be laid over an Arm of the Sea ar 
Cadzis; that he marched from thence towards 
Arrabar, eight. Leagues from Kerez; that the 
Vice-Admiral Bredal, who commands the Flo- 
tilla, was to land the Troops he had on board 
his Fleet, to make a Diverfion fome Leagues 
from Kerez ; that General Lafci had met with 
no Manner of Oppofition, becauf the Kan 
flay’d with his Army expeéting him all the 
while at Precop; and that a fingle Detachment 
of 400 Tartars falling in the Way, had been 
defeated, and put to Flight. 

_Other Letters from Petersburg fay, That 
Count Munich's Exprefs brought Advice, that 
the Garifon of Oczakow, which furrendered at 
Difcretion, and was made Prifoners of War 
was removed to Pultowa: ‘That 86 Brafs Guns 
were found in the Place, in good Condition, 20 
other Cannon damaged, 26 Mortars, fome Hau- 
Witzers, and above 12,000 Muskets, but no 
te uantity of Ammunition and Provifions ; 

ecaufe their Magazines had been deftroyed by 
the Ruffians Bombs : That Count Murich, after 
having left a Garifon of 10,000 Men in Ocza- 
zakow, was marched again, and advanced 12 
Werftes, or Ruffian Miles, beyond Oczakow, 
in queft ef the Turkith Army. *Tis 
added, that the Prince of Heffe-Hombourg has 
alfo defeated a great Detachment of Tartars 
and taken a good Number of Horfes from them :

Mouth of the Nieper, about 3; Miles N. E foo 
Bialogrod, firft belong'd to the Lithuanians, from 
whom it was taken by the Tartars, and upon their 
Defeat by the Poles, in 1644, afterwards receiy’d 
a Turkith Garifon, Tho’ ‘tis no very confider- 
able Place, yet the Conqueft of it is of the more 
Importance to the Ruffians, becaufe it gives them 
a free Communication with the Asmy of Vel 











Marfhal Lafci, and a better Opportunity of re- 
ceiving Provifions by the Boryfthenes. 

Letters of the 23d ult. from Vienna, fay, That 
the Provinces.of Wallachia and Moldavia, being 
not able to ftand againft the Imperial Troops, the 
Hofpodars of thole two Provinces had fent De- 
puties, to declare their Submiflion to the Em- 
peror, and their Defire of his Protection. 


On the 22d of July laft, O.S. the Count ce 
Grun, Colonel Commandant of the Foot Ke- 
giment of Charles of Lorain, with 7 Poft-Boys 
before him founding the Horn, arrived Poft at 
Vienna, from the Grand Imperial Army in Hun- 
gary, with the agreeablz News, That the For- 
trets of Nifla, in which was a Garifon of gooo 
Men, furrendered to theEmperor, on the 17th 
ditto. The Capitulation was figned on the 14th 
by General Philippi, who was tent beforehand 
with fix Regiments of Horfe, and by the Bafha 
who was the Chief Commandant of the Town. 

* Niffla flands ona River of the fame Name, 
which falls into the Morave, and is 50 Miles 
S. W. from Widdin, and abour 115 S.E. from 
Belgrade. "Tis a ftrong Town, and of great 
Importance. Prince Lewis of Baden with 
15,000 Men defeated $0,000 Turks near this 
Place in 1689, and foon atter took the Town, 
tho’ it was well fortify’d ; but in 1690 the 
Turks recovered it again, after three Weeks 
Siege.’ 

Thus has General Philippi had the Honour of 
the Conqueft of Niffa, the Bafha of the Place 
being fo intimidated, that he furrendered at the 
very firft Summons, tho’ General Philippi had 
burt fix Field-Pieces with him, and it would 
have been a Month before Count Seckendortf 
would have been in a Condition to have begun 
the Siege, becaufe the Heavy Artillery was ftill 
at Semendria. Belides, Nifla was provided to 
have held out a formal Siege ; for the Impe- 
rialifts, when they took Poficilion of the Place, 
found no lefs than 145 Cannon and Mortars, 
and a great Quantity of Ammunition and Pro- 
vifions. The Turkifh Garifon, and the Inha- 
birants that went out of the Place with them, 
are gone the Road of Sophia in Bulgaria, under 
a Convoy of a great Detachment of Horfe. *Tis 
believed, that the next Undertaking of the Im- 
perial Army, after a few Days Reft, will be to 
enter Bulgaria, and lay Siege to Widdin. 

The Joy both at the Court and City of 
Vienna, for this News, was very great, and 
would have been greater, but for Advices 
which they had two Days before, that the Army 
aflembled in Croatia, and commanded by the 
Baron de Raunach, in the Room of the Count 
de Stubenberg, who was fick, marching to attack 
the Caftle of Zathia, was furprized, on the 1ith 
ult. O.S. near Vacap, by 2 Bady of to,000 
Turks, who put the Imperialifts to Flight, and 
purfued them to the very Cannon of the Fortrefs 
of Carlftadt. Their Lofs is varioufly reported. 
Some fay it amounts to 1900 Men, and others 
to 2500; and that out of 600 Germans, that 
were Regular Troops, there efcaped only 1 
Lieutenant, 2 Enfigns, and 55 Soldiers : That 
the Baron de Raunach himfelf, the Counts de 
Sereni and Cajani, the Baron d'Imfen, and fe- 
veral other Officers were kill’d : That the 
Turks gave no Quarter to their Prifoners ; and 
after having cut off the Head of the Baron de 
Raunach, whom they found among the Slain, 
they fix’d it upon a Pike, and carried. it in 
Triumph to the Caltle of Vacap. Some Ad- 
vices fay, that this unfortunate Body of Ger- 
mans confifted of 6000 Militia, befides the Re- 
gular Forces above-mentioned ; and that they 
were encamped on the River Unna, not far 
from the Fortrefs of Vihatich, when they met 
with this Surprize. 

The following Extra& of a Letter from the 
Imperial Army near Rimnitz in Wallachia, 
dated the Sth of July O.S. gives an Account 
of fome Hot Work alfo in that Province.

They are fuppofed to be 
fome of Turpin’s Gang, who endeavoured to 
get in, with Defign to murder Mr. Bayes, Tur- 
pin having often declared his Intention to kill 
him. 

Monday there was a great Difturbance at a 
Coffee-houfe in St. George's Fields, Southwark, 
on the following Occafion; the Mafter of the 
Houle, who is a Pritoner in the King’s Bench, 
and a Member of their Habeas Corpus Club, (with 
whom it isa ftanding Law to preferve invio- 
lably their Faith towards one another) had con- 
tracted a confiderable Debt with a Brother Pri- 
foner, which he refufed to fatisfy, and, upon 
Complaint of the injured Perfon, he was or- 
dered to be called in, as they term it ; but he 
not liking clofe Confinement, refufed to obey 
the Orders, upon which a Pofle was fent to 
compel him ; but, before their Arrival, he was 
fo well provided to receive them with Swords, 
Fire-Arms, &c. that they thought fit to retire, 
leaving him Mafter of his Caftle. 

There happen‘d laff Week as remarkable an 
Inftance of the Giddine%S of a Mob, as is at any 
time to be met with. Two loofé Women in 
Holborn had pick’d up a Gentleman at Noon- 
Day in his Cups, and were enticing him home 
to their Lodgings, but their Defign being dif- 
cover’d, the Mob rofe upon them, and the Word 
given out for Ducking run prefently through the 
Crowd, who hurried the poor Wretches to the 
Chequer-Inn, and there duck’d them with their 
ufual Lenity. It happen’d a Journeyman-Cutler 
among the Mob was over-officieus in acting a 
Part in the Scene; but his Brethren miftaking 
his Zeal for a Feint, and judging his Defign was 
to refcue the Women, cried out he was their 








Bully, bent their whole Force againft him, 
(who in vain bellow'd out his Innocence) and 
tofs’d him into the Horfe-Pond. The News 
being carried to his Wife, they living in the 
Neighbcurhood, fhe ran raving like a mad Wo- 
man to his Affiftance, and fell furioufly Tooth 
and Nail among the thickeft of them, who dif- 
liking the Treatment from her, threw her in 
to bear her Husband Company and cool her Paf- 
fion. ‘The two Courtezans by this means found 
an Opportunity of fneaking otf in their dripping 
Habits.

Knightly Wood, John Holmes, Ri- 
chard Man, and Sarah Dumidale, who received 
Sentence of D ath laft Lent Affizes, were cr- 
dered to be tran{ported for 14 Years.
